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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants first argument regarding automatic 
wireless notification is not persuasive. Specifically, applicant argues that Tarr does not teach automatic notification of a service 
technician. Examiner points to column 8 of Tarr et al, US 5,184,179, wherein the central station receives the signal indicating copier 
trouble and provides automatic reporting and diagnosing of the copier. The central station then dispatches a service person in response 
to the diagnostic signal. The reference further explains that each technician is equipped with a portable input/output device wherein the 
central station can communicate the information regarding the diagnostic signal. The central station communication with the service 
technician takes place over a computer system, and the receipt of the diagnostic signal "triggers" the central station to dispatch a service 
person over a computer network. Since the central station is computerized and there is no mention of human intervention used to 
dispatch the service technician. Examiners previous rejection is upheld.. 
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
